While 
advocating Congressman Hayes’ re- 
election, a man in the audience in¬ 
terrupted Mr. Martin by stating that 
Mr. Hayes had voted against a bill in¬ 
tended to exclude Chinese and Japan¬ 
ese from the United States. Mr. Mar¬ 
tin in reply stated that Mr. Hayes had 
proved some time ago that he had 
voted for the exclusion bill. At this 
point Judge Cunningham arose in the 
audience and stated that at the time 
there was considerable feeling in San 
Francisco as to whether Japanese 
should be allowed to attend the public 
schools in that city, Mr. Hayes came 
out and staunchly advocated the ex¬ 
clusion of both Japanese and Chinese 
from this country. Mr. Martin then 
continued, taking upeach candidate in 
turn and advocating his election. 

Hall C. Ross, candidate for Joint 
Senator for San Mateo and Santa Cruz 
counties, was then introduced. He 
proceeded to give an autobiography of 
himself as a resident of San Mateo 
county. Was fully qualified to iill the 
position he sought; would vote for a 
good Republican for United States 
Senator; was in favor of a direct prim¬ 
ary; favored the initiative and referen¬ 
dum; believed in prison reform, so as 
to separate first offenders from old- 
time criminals; would advocate good 
roads; believed that Joint Senator 
should come from San Mateo county 
this time, as Santa Cruz county had 
had the representative the two previ¬ 


ous terms; had made no promises and 
would give everybody a square deal; 
where questions were close between 
capital and labor, he would favor labor; 
if elected, he would strive to so act at 
Sacramento that when he returned 
home the people of this district would 
say, “well done, good and faithful 
servant.” 

J. J. Bullock, candidate for Superior 
Judge, was the next speaker. He said 
it was fortunate that he w r ould not 
have to make a political speech; he had 
started in the beginning of the cam¬ 
paign with that resolution and w r ould 
continue that way until the end; was 
pleased to have the opportunity to ad¬ 
dress the largest audience of this cam¬ 
paign; the position of Superior Judge 
carried with it great and grave respon¬ 
sibilities; a Superior Judge had powers 
almost as great as the Czar of Russia; 
if elected, he would have no friends to 
favor and no enemies to punish; would 
perform his duties as laid down in the 
Statutes of California, and fairly and 
honestly give all a square deal. 

H. E. Holmquist, candidate for the 
assembly, then followed. He made a 
short address. There were two great 
political parties—one to make and ad¬ 
minister the laws (the Republican 
party) and the other to stand by and 
see that they were properly done (the 
Democratic party). Jf elected, he 
would not favor one particular section, 
but would represent all sections; was 
in favor of direct primary law; would 
vote for a Republican United States 
Senator to back up President Taft; 
would perform the duties of the office 
he sought to the best of his ability. 

Supervisor J. Eikerenkotter, candi¬ 
date for re-election, was the next 
speaker. When he took the platform 
he was received with great applause 
and cheering. He sought the position 
again; you all know me; if elected, 
will serve to the best of my ability; 
had lived in South San Francisco for 
sixteen years. 

Geo. Benham, of San Francisco,then 
followed. He spoke on national ques¬ 
tions for some time; said that Gom- 
pers, President of the American Feder¬ 
ation of Labor, was a Democrat, and 
that was the reason he favored Bryan’s 
election to the Presidency; at one time 
Gompers was opposed to labor going 
into politics, but now bethought it all 
right so long as it was politics favor¬ 
able to Gompers; the Republican party 
should be continued in power; was 
present to speak principally in favor 
of his friend, Congressman Hayes,who 
should be re-elected; he was the friend 
of the workingman, and a staunch ad¬ 
vocate of oriental exclusion from this 
country. 

The meeting closed with cheers for 
Taft and Sherman, Roosevelt and the 
Republican ticket. 

Congressman Hayes, w r ho was ex¬ 
pected to speak here last night, sent to 
Chairman Connelly a letter regretting 
his inability to be present,as he had been 
programmed to speak at Santa Clara 
before this city’s meeting had been 
announced.

Hawaiian Small Boys Simply “Drop 
Down the Edge cf the Scenery.” 

Water sports are by no means the 
only vigorous athletics indulged in by 
the boys of Hawaii. Mountain climb¬ 
ing is a favorite pastime, for there are 
peaks 4,000 feet high within easy walk¬ 
ing distance of any part of Honolulu, 
and on the island of Hawaii there are 
two mountains fully 14,000 feet in 
height.

I 
was assured that it was an easy mat¬ 
ter to regulate the speed of descent by 
merely grasping the ti stems firmly 
and lifting them upward, this acting as 
a brake. I longed for the thrill of drop¬ 
ping down over the edge of a moun¬ 
tain and upon my brief sled of ti leaves 
began the descent. I went like th® 
wind. It seemed as though my breath 
would be taken away from me or that 
I would plunge head over heels, to be 
dashed to pieces among the trees be¬ 
low. I thought of my brake and drew 
up on the ti leaves with all my might 
and came up with a jerk that jarred 
every bone in my body. There I sat, 
looking downward almost perpendicu¬ 
larly, held in position only by a few 
leaves resting on the smooth, slippery 
grass, but the sliding grass is nearly a 
foot long, and it is only after It has 
been repeatedly slidden over and beat¬ 
en down that it approaches perfection 
In the eyes of the Hawaiian small boy 
and sometimes leads to accidents.

Blankets of Bark. 

Iii Ecuador, one of the South Ameri¬ 
can republics, the bark of a tree which 
grows on the slopes of the Andes is 
utilized for the making of blankets. 
The blanket is over six feet long and 
over five feet wide and is as soft and 
pliable as though it were made of flan¬ 
nel.

He said lie was 
at the Arena on the 9th of September 
last with Edward Heany; saw Shana¬ 
han hit Heany with a braided whip, 
witli both lash and butt; the blows 
were heavy enough to knock Heany 
down; Shanahan hit Heany on the 
head; a short time after, Heany was 
struck with a club in the hands of an¬ 
other officer; two otticers were together;

back, Heany said “ I am back as far 
as I can get;” lie had known Heany 
all his life; did not hear foul language 
used toward Shanahan until after 
Heany was struck; saw Heany take 
hold of the bridle of horse after lie was 
struck; sure that Shanahan hit Heany; 
none of us said anything to the officer; 
we got back; Heany went back as far 
as he (Gould) did. 

Frank J. Zimmerman, of Redwood 
City was the next witness. He said 
he was at the Arena on September 9th 
witli three others; Heany stepped 
aside to si>eak to some one, and then 
returned to where he (Gould) and the 
others were standing; at that time 
Shanahan rode up on his horse to dis¬ 
perse the crowd; Heany was hit by 
Shanahan seven or eight times with a 
quirt; Heany put up his hands and 
pushed the horse’s head to one side; 
then Shanahan hit Heany with the 
butt end of the quirt; officer Leonard 
dismounted and hit Heany on the

State and county rateof taxation on each 
$100, $1.66. The rate levied upon prop¬ 
erty situated within the limits of incor¬ 
porated cities or towns is $1.16, such 
property being exempt from road tax.
